Owls are. p erhap s, the 
only excep tion to the rule. 
And, by the way , the only other ani­ 
mals which thus turn the head back 
ward after this fashion during sleep 
are certain j» eeullnr tortoises known 
as “side necked” tortoises. 
Certain 
birds sleep while resting on one leg. 
Tills curious |s*st* is well seen in long 
legged 
birds like storks and gulls. 
Ducks generally sleep on op en water, 
and to avoid drifting southward, and 
therefore into the danger zone, they 
keep constantly p addling with one 
fo o t, so that ttte body alway s is cir 
cling round tin* chosen sleep ing area 
Tin* sloths sleep susp ended by their 
feet and the head tucked In between 
the forelegs. 
The no less remarkable 
African p ottos, or slow lemurs, assume 
a similar p o.se, but they attach them­ 
selves to a vertical Instead of a hori­ 
zontal bough, so that the body rests 
with the head up ward 
No animal 
save mail sleep s on tiis back. 
Some nnlmals are said never to sleep 
and this because tin* ey es are never 
dosed. 
The bores, snakes and fishes 
are commonly sup p osed to enjoy this 
unenviable distinction. 
The notion is, 
however, quite erroneous. 
Whale and 
their kin are often quoted as sleep less 
creatures. 
It is sup p osed that if they 
made this mistake they would p romp t­ 
ly drown! 
As a rule darkness induces sleep . 
With many animals, however, tin* re­ 
verse is tin* ease, as with the bats and 
owls, for examp le. 
This reversal of 
tin* usual order has boon brought 
about by the nature of the feeding 
habits. 
Finally one comes to tin* question, 
Where does sleep begin? 
This is by 
no means easily answered. One is in- 
elinod to draw tin* line at tin* insects. 
But since all living things—-p lants as 
well 
as 
animals—disp lay 
p eriodical 
states of quiescence, p erhap s we shall 
he near the truth in regarding sleep 
as universal among living things. 
In 
the case of p lants it is enforced by 
darkness, stive iu tin* ease of many 
bacteria and fungi, which, like evil 
deeds, grow under the cover of dark­ 
ness.—Illustrated Loudon News.

A grap hic descrip tion of a visit to 
Victor Hugo in Guernsey and of hi* 
quaint home there is given by the late 
Sir William Butler in his autobiogra­ 
p hy : 
“Of ttie* many curious things to be 
leen in Hatttevlile House tin* master's 
♦deep ing room « ih the strangest. 
He 
had It built on the roof between two 
great block* of chimney s, 
You as 
eetided to his workshop ledrootn by 
stairs which somewhat resembled a 
ladder, 
quit** half of tin* room was 
g la s s , and tin* view from It was mag 
nifloent. The isl es of Jethou and Sark 
were in the middle distance, and be 
y ond lay many a mile of the Norman 
coast. 
Alderney lay to the north, and 
bey ond it one saw the glistening win­ 
dows of the trip le lighthouses on the 
Casquet rocks and still more to the 
right tin* high ridges overlooking Cher 
bourg. The b« *d was a small camp tied 
stead, with a table on one side of tt 
and a small desk ciiest of drawers on 
the p ther. with p ens, ink and p ap er al­ 
way s xvtthin reach, 
“Near tin* btsl stood a small stove, 
which tn* lighted himself every morn­ 
ing and 1,11 which In* p rep ared his eafo 
an lait. Then work began at the largo 
table which stood In tin* glass alcove a 
few feet from the foot of the ls*d
